In 1656 William was one of His Majesty's Justices 
in Henrico County. There is much to be found about 
him in the counties of Henrico and Chesterfield. His 
Will is on file in the year 1687, and mentions his sons: 
John, William, and JAMES; daughters: Priscilla and 
Mary; also a grandson, John, Apparently, another son, 
Thomas, died prior to the writing of the Will, 1687. 

William Baugh was born in England about 1610, he 
died in Henrico County, Virginia April l, 1687. William 
was married in England first to (name unknown) and 
second to Elizabeth Paker als Sharp. There is also in- 
dication that he was married for the third time. Perhaps 
his third wife was Jane, who was the widow of William 
Baugh and married Abell Gower (Gowere) as found in 
the W. & M. Q. Vol. 24. However, she is not mention- 
ed in the Will of William Baugh.

James Blackburn lived in Buckingham County, Vir- 


ginia. From the Personal Property & Land, Tax List it 
is found that for the years 1782 to 1785, Mary Black- 
burn and James Blackburn are the only individuals of 
the surname 'Blackburn'' who own land in Buckingham 
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County. As to whom Mary was, is not known, unless 
she could have been the mother of James, and a widow. 
In the year 1786, James Blackburn died and from 
then on the same 200 acres of land he had reported was 

reported by James Blackburn, Jr. In the year 1787, 
this land was reported by James Blackburn, Jr. and 
Samuel Routon, therefore, it is assumed that James 
Blackburn, Jr. was under the age of 21, and that 
Samuel Routon was the overseer. For the year 1789 
James appears for the first time in his own right, thus 
he is age 21 and he must have been born 1768 or 1769. 

It is of interest to note that August 16, 1785, Mary 
Baugh, sister of Rhoda (Baugh) Blackburn, married 
James Routon (see previously), and Samuel Routon was 
overseer for the land of Rhoda (Baugh) Blackburn and 
her son, James, after the death of the husband and 
father. 

James Blackburn, Jr. apparently sold this land by 
1802, as his name no longer appears on the tax list 
after this date. 

It has been found that James had a brother by the 
name of William who lived in Powhatan County, Vir- 
ginia. This William was helpful to his niece, Elizabeth 
(Blackburn) Boatwright at the time of her husband's 
death in 1816. 

What happened to Rhoda, after the death of her hus- 
band, James, is not known. If she did remarry, it was 
after her father, Abraham Baugh, wrote his Will as she 
is named Rhoda Blackbourn.
